A superbly preserved leaf from the famous 42-Line Bible of 
Gutenberg and Fust. It is known that it is the earliest printed Bible, and 
one of the earliest pieces of European type-printing. 


Our leaf is a very fine specimen of this supreme Bible with headings, ca- 
pitals and chapter-numbers painted in red and blue, and rubricated throughout. 
The margins measuring 2'/, and 2°/, inches, the leaf is quite clean, without a 
stain or a wormhole. In the whole our leaf is a very desirable and esti- 
mable example of a page of the earliest book printed from movable 
types in the world. 


The leaf is bound in blue morocco with blind tooled fillets, gilt inside 
fillets and gilt title — together with a Bibliographical Essay by A. E. Newton 
(New York 1921) of 4 pages.

A finely preserved fragment of two leaves of the famous EDITIO PRIN- 
CEPS of the Catholicon dated 1460, one of the oldest and most valuable monu- 
ments of the art of typography, the fourth book with a date. Our fragment con- 
tains the lower 51 lines of one leaf in 2 col., and the corresponding part of the 
inner column of the connected leaf of this sheet, the whole printed on both 
sides. In the whole exist 6 columns each of 51 lines, the upper part of the frag- 
ment is wanting. The first leaf contains a part of the article of this encyclopae- 
dia with the letter I and the second leaf a part with the letter L. 


Many distinguished scholars in the field of typography have this work 
ascribed to Joh. Gutenberg, but a few other to an unknown printer. 


The state of preservation of this exceedingly interesting example of the 
earliest art of printing is a rather good one. The upper 15 lines of the whole 
fragment are wanting, as mentioned above, but the existing part is very clean 
and free from a damage. The margins measure 2—3 inches.

Superb examples from the perhaps rarest Bible at all. It is the first Bible 
printed with a date and a full colophon. 


Our two leaves are in an extraordinarily fine state of preservation. 
The first leaf contains the end of the 215t, the 22nd and 23rd and the beginning 
of the 24th chapter of St. Mattheus, the second the end of the prophet Haggai 
and the first four chapters with the beginning of the 5th of the prophet Zacha- 
rias. At the beginning of the Zacharias is a heading printed in red and the 
I of the first word “In” is a beautifully painted initial in blue and 
gold. 


The margins measuring 2'/,—31/, indh., the leaves are very clean and free 


from a wormhole. An insignificant tear in the lower margin of the first leaf is 
mended. 


Leaves from this first dated Bible on paper are exceedingly rare.

One leaf on vellum of the EDITIO PRINCEPS of Cicero’s Officia 
and of the first Classic ever printed. The leaf is the 36th, according 
to the old numbering and contains 2 complete chapters and the end and the be- 
ginning of two others. Therefore the leaf contains 3 chapter headings printed in 
red (virtutis pprium quid sit. De vi ac magnitudine fortune. Modo quali nfas ad 
vtilitates hoies alliciantur). 

The leaf is very large, the outer margin measures 2°/,, inches, in the 
middle there are a few quite small holes and the leaf is cut into two parts, but 
pasted together by 6 small and narrow strips of paper. The first side of the 
leaf is slightly browned.

Standard work of the Bibliography of Incunabula. Each part contains 
extensive and important notes of the famous scholar Konr. Haebler who is 
best known by his many fundamental works on XVth Century Books. 

The 5 vols. contain nearly 300 original leaves from partly very rare books 
printed in the XVth cent. from presses of Germany, Switzerland, Italy, France, 
Holland, Belgium, Spain, Portugal, and England. In our copy 8 leaves bear in- 
teresting woodcuts, many have nice woodcut initials and on some leaves 
are to be found initials. painted in colours. There are also specimens in German, 
Greek, Hebrew, and Frend. There are a. o. specimens of extremely rare 
presses e. g.: Simon Kodi (Meissen), Ayolfus de Cantono (Neapel), Jacob van der 
Meer (Delft), Jean Croquet (Genf), Fadrique de Basilea (Burgos), Rich. Pynson 
(London), etc., etc.

Only mentioned by Gesamtkatalog no. 165, which describes only the copy 
of the Staats-Bibliothek at Berlin (Voulliéme 2786). Unknown to all other 
bibliographers. 

EDITIO PRINCEPS of an extremely scarce juristic work 
and a finely printed specimen of a rare press of Bologna, the 
first book of which appeared in 1493. This book is printed with the gothic types 
7 and 10 and the roman type 6. Proctor says, ”that it is not at all certain that 
Benedictus Faelli was ever a printer till about 1497 or 1498; it may at least be 
considered a fact that before April 1493 he was a stationer only. This is suffici- 
ently proved by the wording of the colophons in the books printed for him 
from 1487 to 1491 by Franc. (Plato) de Benedictis. In Apr. 1493 we first find 
types not easily identified with those of other printers; but from the similarity 
of many of the types it seems probable that a large proportion of the books 
here ascribed to Benedictus are the productions of others; many indeed, state 
that they are printed ‘impensis Benedicti Hectoris’.“ From this we can state that 
it is not impossible that our book belongs to the first products of Benedictus 
Hectoris. 

The author Franciscus de Accoltis, also de Aretio or Aretinus, was a 
humanist and jurisconsult, living from about 1418 to 1485 at Padua, Pisa etc. 

Our copy is in a very fine state of preservation with very large 
margins (nearly 3 inches). A few leaves are insignificantly stained, in the first 
leaves a few very small wormholes.

Passing through the first section, which deals with the attributes of the soul, we 
read of the relation of the soul to the body. Following this are chapters on 
dietetics. The section on the Intellect develops a psychological interest.

EDITIO PRINCEPS of a very interesting medical work of the physician and 
historical writer from Legnano Alessandro Benedetti, also named Paeantius who 
lived at Padua and Verona and died 1525. 

His ,,collectiones medicinae” are elementary rules and axioms for physicians 
and surgeons. He gives short directions in general and for single diseases, and 
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discourses the qualities of human blood. In the 5th chapter he gives instructions 
for feeding and drinking, the 6th chapter deals with fever, the following 
chapters treat on different pains, the 9 th treats on the heart and its reactions 
on different influences, the 10th with vomiting and the functions of gullet, 
the 11th on the liver, the 12th on diarrhoea. The 14th chapter deals with 
wine and its influences on different diseases. 

Renouard, Annales de limprim. des Aldes p. 260, 9 says on the author: 
,Aless. Benedetti, médecin trés habile, fut un de ceux qui par ses observations, 
et plusieurs écrits d’une trés bonne latinité, contribua le plus a dégager la science 
médicale et anatomique de l’espéce d’esclavage dans lequel la retenoient les 
doctrines erronées des médecins Arabes. .. .” 

Our copy of this very interesting medical booklet is in a very good state 
of preservation. A few old marginal notes and underlines.

The third product of an extremely rare press at Pavia which has been at 
work from 1493—1499, producing during this period not more than a dozen 
books, of which only one or two copies came on the market during the last 
10 years. Our book is printed with the large type 2 and the law text type 3, 
both gothic. Proctor mentions only 6 dated books of this press. 

The author of this juridical work lived in the first half of the 15th cent. 
He took the doctor’s degree at Bologna in 1422, and has been jurisconsult 
at Ferrara and Bologna where he died in 1445. | 

Our copy of this extraordinarily rare work is in good condition, with 
ample margins and free from wormholes. The last three or four leaves are 
slightly browned in places and the right lower corners of the blank margins of 
these leaves are repaired.

Nice and very rare product in small size from the press of the 
German Nicolaus Wolff from Lutter in Brunswick. It is printed with his small 
Gothic text types 1 and 5. Wolff was one of the first printers in France who 
had introduced the small character of the text type which lateron was used 
much more. Haebler, Die deutschen Drucker im Auslande p. 229—33 examines 
thoroughly the importance of this printer for the history of typography. 

The author was Dominican at the beginning of the XIVth cent. and be- 
came ”Magister S. Palatii”? by Johann XXII at Avignon. He died 1334.

FIRST EDITION of the Letters of the famous churchfather and a 
fine specimen of the first Strassburg printing-press in the original 
binding. 

There is the following peculiarity: in setting up the type the compositor 
evidently missed out a portion of the epistle to Macedonius, so that an extra 
leaf containing one column of 45 lines on one side only had to be inserted 
(leaf 70), for convenience the wide blank outer margin of this leaf has been cut 
away, but in our copy the whole leaf exists. 

The great importance of this first Strassburg press is much known, and 
each product of this press is highly esteemed. Our book is printed with the 
nice gothic type 2@ of Mentelin, having a Roman “a”. This type belongs to the 
first group of types used by Mentelin. 

Fine, very large (the margins are 21,—31),, inches), and quite 
complete copy in the original monastic binding. The two fly-leaves 
are composed of four double leaves from a manuscript of the 15th cent. The 
top margins are somewhat waterstained, otherwise the copy is very clean.

Early, finely printed and extremely scarce edition of the Standard 
Work of Early Medicine. 


The Canon is the chief work of Avicenna. Osler says on Avicenna 
and his work (p. 18): “The Arabian who ruled the professions of Western Europe 
for five centuries was Ibn Sina, Avicenna, the prince, philosopher, poet, statesman, 
and physician. A Persian of the end of the tenth century who practised in the 
courts of various Persian sovereigns, he died about 1030 at Hamadan, of which 
he had been appointed vizier. It is not easy to understand upon what was based 
the extraordinary estimate of the value of his writings; probably it was, as Neu- 
burger says: ‘the points of form, of sparkling lucid diction, the exemplary, 
comprehensive, profound, yet always clear, arrangement of the logical sequence’. 
In his Canon, in five books, Graeco-Arabic medicine is presented in concrete 
form. His medicine was largely that of Galen; he knew the writings of Aristotle 
and Plato. Granting the pathological premises, whid: were exceedingly simple, 
and those of humoral pathology, his practice followed as a logical conclusion ... .” 
The Canon is divided into 5 books. The first and second treats of physiology, 
pathology and hygiene, the third and fourth deals with the methods 
of treating disease, and the fifth describes the composition and preparation 
of remedies. 


This early edition of the Canon is one of the 6 books which Joh, Herbort 
de Seligenstadt had printed at Padua during 5 years (1475—80). From Padua 
Herbort went to Venice. 


Our copy is in a fine state of preservation, with large margins. 


Only some leaves at the end are sl. waterstained and damaged at top 
margin.

EDITIO PRINCEPS of an extremely rare medical incunabulum, prin- 
ted by the second printer of Pavia, Antonius Carcanus (of Carcano). He began 


printing at Pavia in 1476. Our work is printed with his nice, small gothic text 
type 4 which he probably first used for this book. 


This treatise "De anima” belongs to the smaller writings of the famous 
Arabian physician Avicenna and it is not contained in the Canon. It is a very 
interesting study on the soul writtén from psychological and pathological point 
of view. 


Very large and good copy, a few old MS. marginal notes, shightly water- 
stained at top margins.

Probably the first edition of the collected poetical works of the 
famous Carmelite Joh. Baptista, named Mantuanus. He was born at Mantua in 
1448, became vicar-general of his order and died in 1513. He belongs to the 
most famous Latin poets of the time. The large poem “De calamitatibus tem- 
poris” is a copious source for history of civilisation of Renaissance. 


This edition is one of the 3 books dated of this printer. Only two other 
books, of the year 1499, bear a dated colophon. Zirikzee began printing first in 
1499 and most of his products belong to the XVIth century. This is one of the 
few belonging certainly to the XVth cent., because it is dated. 

Good and large copy. A few lines on two or three leaves have not come 
up, some old ms. marginal notes. Otherwise the copy is very clean and in good 
conservation.

Exceedingly rare specimen aE the earliest art of printing, 
the 7th Latin Bible ever printed. Only 6 bibles are printed before this 
and only one of those has a date. Our bible is the 3rd issued by Eggestein. It is 
printed with his type 2, inits earliest state on a very large body. This earliest state 
of the type is used by Eggestein only for this book. By the large body of the 
type or by the use of leads the LDS; page makes a beautiful and monumental 
impression on the reader. 

According to E. G. Duff a copy of this Bible in the Cambridge University 
Library, has the date 1464 impressed on the metal bosses which protect the 
corners. But it is not proved that Eggestein has already produced at this early 
date and it is to be supposed as the earliest date the year 1466. Eggestein lived 
at Strassburg as early as 1442, and probably he began to print almost as soon 
as Mentelin. Bamler, at that time an illuminator, has written in the copy of one 
of his forty-five line Bibles now in the library at Wolfenbittel, the date 1466 
In 1471, Eggestein himself tells us, that he had printed a rather large number of 
books. Eggestein worked untill 1482. 


Our copy of this utmost desirable and extremely scarce early incunabulum 
comprises the greatest part of the Old Testament (5 books of Moses, Josua, Jud- 
ges, Ruth, Samuel, Kings, Chronicles, 4 books of Esdras, (including Nehemiah, 
Book of Esther), Tobias, Judith, Job and Psalter). 


The copy is in the best conditon, with ample margins, adorned with 
many capitals with pen-drawn ornaments often extending ower the whole page. 
The rubricator has added a heading to each chapter in red ink. The first figur- 
ated initial painted in red and blue, is of special interest. Some marginal and 
interlined notes are written by an old hand. The first leaf is slightly browned, 
the last leaves insignificantly wormholed. 


Copies of this 7th Latin Bible, a superb monument of early prin- 
ting, are quite extremely scarce.

One of the earliest and finest specimens printed with the first 
Roman type, and one of the earliest Latin Bibles ever printed. 

After Copinger and other bibliographers this Bible is the 8th ever printed, 
but the date is uncertain and the 3 bibles of Eggestein listened before our’s by 
Copinger have also only an approximative date. Of the two first of these, copies 

~ are known with the rubricator’s date 1466. Therefore, as none untill now can 
prove the contrary, it is not impossible, that the Rusch-Bible should be ranked as 
the 5th, 6th, or 7th edition. 

From the history of the type employed, it is seaniy impossible to arrive 
at a definite conclusion. The fine Roman type with the bizarre R, after which 
the printer, who never names himself, has for many years been known as the 
R-Printer, is the earliest Roman type to be cast anywhere, earlier even than 
the first Roman type used by Sweynheim & Pannartz at Rome in 1467. None of 
the books in this type are dated, but early rubricator’s dates and entries of 
purchase or donation enable to date some books in this type as early as 1464, 
1466, and 14067. 

The identity of the R-Printer with Adolf Rusch, son-in-law and partner 
of Mentelin, the first printer of Strassburg, seemes now established beyond doubt, 
chiefly by the researches of Dziatzko. 

Two lines of the 17th chapter of Genesis and one line of the prologue to 
Daniel are left out by the printer (in all copies known) and supplied in MS. 
This is a curious, early printer’s error. 

Very fine copy, many marginal notes of an owner of the 15th cent., 
written in bladc and red ink. A few leaves are insignificantly waterstained. In 
the whole this is anexcellent copy adorned by anicely illumina- 
ted capital and border and by many capitals with pen drawn 
marks etc. 

Copies in such a fine and complete state of preservation of this 
famous Rusdh-Bible are quite extremely scarce.

Cat., that the book may be prin- 
ted about 1472. The name of the possessor of this press is, after recent researches 
probably Georgius Reyser from Speyer.

The two books — and this is the special value of this copy — are bound 
together in an extremely finely preserved monastic binding, bound still 
about 1485—90 by the bindery of the Dominican Monastery at Vienna (with its 
initials P WP), (cf. the description of another specimen in Goldschmidt, Book- 
bindings no. 9 and the rubbings on plate C). The pigskin is slightly rubbed at a 
few places, but otherwise the tooling is. very fresh, the back is entirely intact 
and both the clasps are existing with its embossed attachments.

Exceedingly fine copy of this very famous book, illustrated 
with the most curious woodcuts executed in the XVth cent. This 
is Bergman’s third Latin edition, with the original cuts executed in 1494 what 
is proved by the date bearing a few cuts. All 118 cuts (3 of them full page) are 
the work of a great artist with eminent skill and brilliant imagination. This 
artist is formerly designed as the ‘Master of the Bergmann office’, but the 
cuts are now widely recognized as the work of Albrecht Diirer, who resided 
in Basle as a young man on his way to Italy for a few months in 1494. (Cf. 
Burckhardt, in Jahrb. d. kgl. Preuss. Kunstsammlgn. XXVIII, p. 168 and 
Friedlander, Direr, p. 21—25). 

The Narrenschiff of Seb. Brant has held, and still holds, a unique position 
among early illustrated books, as being the most remarkable production of its 
kind. The design of the famous satire was to ridicule the prevailing follies and 
vices of every rank and profession under the allegory of a ship freighted with 
fools and steered by fools to the fools’ paradise of Narragonia. Although, like 
most of the German humanists, essentially conservative in his religious views, 
Brant’s eyes were open to the abuses in the church, and the Narrenschiff was 
a most effective preparation for the Protestant Reformation. The popularity and 
influence of the work were not limited to Germany. There were imitations and 
translations into the principal European languages, and its popularity is attested 
by the fact that four different. issues of the Latin edition were published 
in 1497. 

The book is preceded by letters and epigrams of the translator to the 
reader, the author and the publisher. It contains several chapters of medical 
interest, e. g.: De amore venereo — De potatoribus & edacibus — De egrotante, 
inobediente — De voluptate corporali — De fatuis medicis & empericis. &c. On» 
fol. LXXVI verso is an interesting and early reference to America, in which 
Brant repudiates the errors of Pliny and Ptolemy for stating that there was no 
land beyond the sea to the West, and gives a full-page engraving of Pliny as 
a “Fool” (see Harrisse, Additions Nr. 5). 


Our copy is in quite faultless condition with large margins, 
very clean throughout, without wormholes. The cuts are in 
excellent impressions, entirely uncoloured.

The great cu- 
riosity and importance of the cuts to this book is much known, several have 
German inscriptions cut on them. The title cut representing the ”Navicule”

These woodcuts are the first authentic represen- 
tations of the famous plans: depicted, i. .e. -the-ports. usually: visited by 
every pilgrim of the period when journeying from Venice to Jerusalem.“

»Lhis is the first instance in which a single painter is definitely known 
to have undertaken the illustration of a printed book. It is remarkable that in 
all illustrated books of the XVth century (with probably the single exception 


of the Nuremberg Chronicle, 1493), no mention is made of the name of the 


artist, but in the case of the Breydenbadh it is preserved by being recorded more 
than once in the text. This artist was Erhard Reuwich, a ‘skilful painter’ 
of Utrecht, who accompanied the Dean for the purpose of graphically recording 
the impressions of the voyage.” 


Breydenbac himself was the son of Gerlach von Breidenbach, of the an- 
cient and noble line of Breidenbach-Biiresheim, probably still represented in Ger- 
many. The two principal fellow-pilgrims who started from Oppenheim with him 
were the Graf Johann von Solms, lord of Mintzenberg and the 
knight Philip von Bicken, who acted as guardian to the young Count. 
From 25 Apr. 1483 to the end of January 1484 was occupied by the Pilgrimage, 
which is the subject of this book.

The extreme rarity of all original fifteenth-century indulgences is so well- 
known that it seems needless to comment upon it. This bull, however, deserves 
a special interest, not only for its typographical beauty, but also as being the 
earliest extant product connected with the press of Herm. 
Kastlin who is known to have printed only 8 books and some broadsides in 
the years 1479—85. Besides, it is notable for bearing the AUTOGRAPH-SIG- 
NATURE OF JOD. PFLANTZMANN, printer at Augsburg, who in his capacity 
as a notary public and ”Fuirsprech” at the ecclesiastical court of Augsburg 
had to authenticate the impression of the bull. 

This bull of indulgences from all sins was given to those who regularly 
attended at church and gave contributions towards the building of a new church 
at Nérdlingen, a small town in Bavaria, belonging to the diocese of Augsburg.

Pollard in his ‘Early Illustrated Books’ gives a long description of this 
book (p. 109): “In the same year they (Lorenzo de Morgiani & Giov.da Magonza) 
printed a little treatise on Arithmetic, written by Philippo Calandro and dedi- 
cated to Giuliano dei Medici. This is the most delightful of all arith- 
metic books. It has a title-cut of “Pictagoras Arithmetice Introductor’, and 
the earlier pages of the book are surrounded by a characteristic Renaissance 
border. Towards the end of the work there is a series of illustrated problems, 
only a little more absurd than those whic: still occur in children’s schoolbooks 
. . . perhaps the most perfect being a little cut of a traveller on horseback, as 
to the expenses of whose journey the teacher was anxious for some information 
from his young friends. These little cuts are all about an inch square, and drawn 
in outline.”

In its pages are to be found the exchange of monies between various 
countries and towns, correlations of weights and measures, weights and values 
of coins, terms of payment of letters of exchange, all in the greatest detail, 
giving a lively insight into the extraordinary complication at this period environing 
all merchants’ and bankers’ computations. A chapter (CLXXIl) is devoted to the 
usages (Costumi) of London. 

The enormous preponderance at this epoch of the trade of Venice and | 
Florence over that of all other Italian cities is indicated by the fact that out of 
the 104 chapters in this volume, 81 are devoted to the former and 62 to the 
latter city. The course of Letters of Exchange (lectere di cambi) between various 
places receives full attention in this treatise. In chapter CLXXXII full particulars 
are given to the buyer of drugs, spices etc., for his guidance in the selection by 
physical characteristics of the best descriptions of these articles.”

“The capital I and two border- 
pieces on the first page of text of the ’Erwahlung’ had been previously used by 
Conrad Fyner at Urach, in or about 1481. It is conceivable, that Fyner came 
to Stuttgart in 1486 and printed these books (i. e. the ”Erwahlung” and the 
Cyprianus). More probably, however, he died or gave up business in or before 
1485, and the printer of the ’Erwahlung’ purchased some of his stock.” (Brit. 
Mus. Cat. Ill, p. 675.) 

The Brit. Mus. Cat. mentions still another undated book printed by this 
press, but Voulliéme, Die deutschen Drucker, p. 160 does not mention it. 

This is the first edition of the Epistolae of Cyprianus prin- 
ted in Germany. These letters are not only an important source of history 
of church life and of ecclesiastical law, on account of their richh and manifold 
contents, but in large part they are important monuments of the literary activity 
of their author, since they are mostly in the form of treatises upon the topic in 
question.

These cuts are virtually unique, their beauty combined 
with their boldness of drawing never having been previously approached, in later 
years its only possible rival being the Poliphilus. 

Quite complete copy with fine, untouched impressions of 
the remarkable cuts, in an exceptionally fine state of preser- 
vation. Most ot the copies known are mudi spotted and very shortly cut, but 
our’s is entirely clean and only very insignificant pieces of lines of the 
frames of the cuts and a few letters of the printed marginal notes are cut off.

Very interesting prophecies for the year 1491. On the title there 
is the horoscope of the year showing Mars as “dominus anni”. Then follows the 
dedication to Johannes de Egmonda, Comes de Beer. After the dedication are the 
prophecies for the whole year, the seasons and the single months containing 
meteorological informations. Then follow prophecies on harvest and 
gathering of fruit. Of special interest are the prophecies on diseases 
(p. 8) which shall appear in the following year. Furtheron the author gives in- 
teresting prophecies for several countries and towns, as England, Brabant, 
Louvain, Bruxelles, Antverp, Mechlin, Amsterdam, etc. 

This very curious product of Ger. Leeu is printed with his types 5 and 
8 and bears at the end his very nice device consisting of three parts, the arms 
of Antverp flanked by two shields with the monogram of Laet and the printer’s 
mark (reproduced in Juchhoff, Drucker- u. Verlegerzeichen 5). 

The state of preservation of the above copy is not the best, the leaves 1, 
2, 5 and 6 are wormed with loss of a few letters and in the blank margins of 
the other leaves there are also a few wormholes (without loss of text), but in 
the whole this copy is quite perfect and the margins are partly uncut. 

We do not remember that another copy of this edition of pro- 
phecies ever has been on the market.

The Brit. Mus. Cat. and Voulliéme, Berlin 2670 attribute this book to 
Johann Zainer or the Printer of the Vocabularius at Ulm, but after’ new 
researches this work has been executed at Heidelberg, by Knobloditzer’s press. 
The cuts are executed by an artist who worked often for this officine (cf. 
Weil, der Ulmer Holzsdhnitt p. 124). They illustrate very curiously the prophecies 
given by Lichtenberger. Several cuts are of particular curiosity and of hand- 
‘some design: On A‘ v The author kneeling before the Almighty, followed by 
the “Oratio autoris” the only place in which the author’s name is mentioned; 
on A‘ r Saturn with sickle, staff and wooden support under knee; on A® v the 
pope accompanied a. o. by a canon with almuce in the form of a fur hood with 
ears; B' vy Adam and Eve holding the Church; on B' y three soldiers murdering 
naked children; on C® v three cods fighting; on C°—D* arms of France, Bohemia, 
Hungary, the Palatinate; on E* v a monk with fiend perched on his shoulder 
(often called Luther); on E° vo burning of cards, dice, back gammon and chess 
boards by order of the Pope: reducing length of fashionable shoes and _ hair. 


The impressions of all cuts are very fine as they are here used for the 
first time. The cuts are entirely uncoloured. 


The author Johann Liditenberger from Lichtenberg near Ingweiler in Alsace, 
was astrologer at the court of the emporer Frederick II (1415—93). “Il publia 
ses voeux de réformes des affaires publiques et ecclésiastiques en forme de 
prédictions”. His book was much esteemed at that time and it was published 
some times later also in a German edition. Luther has edited these prophecies 
again in 1527. 


The state of preservation of our copy is a very splendid and 
faultless one.

EDITIO PRINCEPS of this interesting writing of the canonist Johannes de 
Lignano, who lived from the beginning of the 14th cent. to the year 1383. He 
was professor of canon law at Bologna. In this important work he deals of war, 
its effects and reasons, the right of contributions etc. and in an extensive section 
he examines duelling, its moral reasons and the permission of it, etc. 

This book is the first product of Heinrich of Kéln at Bologna. 
He stayed there untill 1482. He was the most migratory of all printers of the 
15th cent.

Rare edition of this very important encyclopaedic work, which has been 
erroneously attributed to Mathias Furinator, a Carmelite from Vienna, who 
‘was only the editor of this work. It contains numerous interesting chapters, 
dealing with medicine, natural sciences, especially with animals and 
domestic animals, the constitution, psychology and diseases of the man, useful 
minerals, astronomy, rules of diet etc., etc. ; 

The author of this important work is probably Berengarius, arch- 
bishop of Compostella, on account of the indication in the preface of a 
MS. to be found in the monastery of SS. Ulric and Afra: ”ego frater Berengarius, 

uondam magister ordinis fratrum praedicatorum, nunc autem quamvis indignus 
Gonipowteliia archiepiscopus.” Berenguer lived about 1150, and was archbishop 
from 1151 to 1153. 

This copy is of special interest and value, as it is adorned with 
two full-page pen-drawings, worked at the end of the 15th century by a 
German monk, whose monastery possessed this book. The first drawing inside 
frontcover represents a charming design of the Virgin in a long robe painted 
with brown ink, bearing in her right the Child with the gloriole. The Virgin 
stands on the crescent painted in red.

These two pen-drawings from the end of the XVth century are important 
specimens of religious art of the time.

But 
in typographical respect it forms the greatest difficulties. Hain and Reichling 
supposed the date as 1490, because they read the 6th line on the title: ,Nou- 
uellement. xc.“ It is certain that the edition is printed at Geneva, but the types 
are unknown to Haebler (Typenrepertorium) because of the great rarity of this 
book. The ”Nouuellement” does not mean ,for the second time“, but it 
means surely that it is not the first edition in general, as several earlier editions 
in Latin had appeared. 

The copy mentioned by the Catalogue du Musée Condé a Chantilly 
1905, p. 206, no. 1384 is not the same edition as ours. According to a note in 
the Cat. des Livres de James de Rothschild IV, p. 161 that copy of the Musée 
Condé bears an initial-letter O on the title, elsewhere used by the printer Petit 
Jehan de Saintré at Paris. And this fact proves that the edition of the Musée 
Condé is only a reprint of our edition, as in that edition is reprinted also the 
colophon ‘imprimé a genesve‘’. Therefore it is certain that our copy is the 
original edition of the French) ‘Ars amandi‘. — The ,Kommission fir den 
Gesamtkatalog der Wiegendrucke” knows only that edition being in the Musée 
Condé, at Chantilly.

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The author of this often printed diatribe against the Jews was Solomon 
Levi, a converted Jew, known as Paulus de Sancta Maria. He was one of 
the most passionate apostates against his former brethren. A former Rabbi, and 
a pillar of orthodoxy, on intimate terms with the great Talmudists of the age, 
he joined the Church, studied Christian theology, and quickly rose to the high 
position of Archbishop of Carthagena, and then to that of Privy-Councillor of 
King Henry Ill. of Castille, and tutor of the infant Juan If. He devoted his 
great literary talents and mightly intellect to calumniate Jews and Judaism, and 
he used his influence to exclude his former coreligionists from every politi- 
cal office. Paul had gone to Paris to study, and then visited London, 
sending a Hebrew satire on Purim to Don Meir Alguades from that city. In 
1406 he became Keeper of the Royal Seal, subsequently a member of the Re- 
gency of Castille, and Archbishop of Burgos. The chief object of the edict which 
he drafted as Chancellor of the Kingdom and which was promulgated in the 
name of the Regent at Valladolid in 1412, was the conversion of the Jews. This 
law, which consisted. of 24 articles, was designed to separate the Jews entirely 
from the Christians, to paralyse their commerce, to humiliate them and to ex- 
pose them to contempt, requiring them either to live within the close quarters 
of their Ghetto or to accept baptism. Impelled by his hatred ‘of the Jews and 
Judaism, Paul, in the year preceding his death, composed this Dialogus Contra 
judaeos, which subsequently served as a source for Alfonso de Spina and other 
Spanish writers hostile to Jews. (See Jewish Encyclopaedia).

His prose treatises are more 
useful to students of manners than the similar lucubrations of Poggio. Pontano 
died in 1503.

This edition is 
decorated with the finest and most interesting woodcuts of all other editions of 
this book issued in the XVth cent. The cuts are probably the work of the 
printer Jan Veldener himself and he has also enlarged this edition by Chronicles 
of France, England, Brabant, Utrecht, Flanders, &c. The usual work 
ends on leaf 193, and nearly half the book is a »supplement”, not contained in 
the other editions and here appeared for the first time. 


The interesting cuts, illustrating the Chronicle are of special interest. 
About 12 of them (including the border) are cut especially for this edition by Vel- 
dener, and these cuts belong to the best artistic works of this artist (cf. Baer p. 66). 
The magnificent woodcut flower border on |. 1 and 9 is certainly the finest 
book-decoration executed in this time. The views of Ninive (1. 35) and 
Babylon (I. 38v) show the siege of these towns, and a. o. a handgun and a 
cannon.

This is one of the three dated books produced by this interesting mona- 


‘stic press. The British Museum Catalogue gives us some interesting particulars 


regarding this press: Information as to the printing done at this monastery lar- 
gely depends on a contemporary chronicle written by one of the monks, Wilhelm 
Wittwer, still unpublished, but quoted by Placidus Braun, in the incunabula in 
the monastery’s library. After narrating how the Abbot Melcior of Stamhaim 


. resolved to embark on printing, despite all entreaties of his friends, Wittwer 


proceeds: therefore in 1472 the Abbot Melchior of blessed memory, born in 
Stamphain and very well deserved. of the Monastery of the Saints Ulrich and 
Afra in Augsburg for ... the increase of the said Monastery in Temporal Matters, 
he started to print with type, the dialogue of S. Gregory on morals ... There- 
after he published the Golden Sermons of Master Leonard de Utino on the 
Saints; they were finished in 1474 but composed and collected by the said 
Master Leonard de Utino in the year 1446 .. .”

Boeschenstein, a German Hebraist, was born at Eslingen in 1472. He was 
among the earliest to revive the study of Hebrew in Germany, having been a 
pupil of Moses Mdllin and a teacher of Hebrew at Ingolstadt in 1505, at Augs- 
burg in 1513, and at Wittenberg in 1518. He died after 1530. 

This copy is of special interest as it contains 10 leaves added at end with 
very interesting explanations of Hebrew words and sentences of the 7 Psalms 
written by the famous Hebraist and Lutheran Johan Forster or Forstheim. 
These interesting explanations, written in Hebrew and Latin are entitled: /n 
Septem psalmos penitentiales Forstheni9. They contain exact explanations of all 
sentences of the Seven Penitential Psalms translated by Boeschenstein. Forster 
lived from 1495 to 1556, he was a severe adherent of Luther and became professor 
and teacher of Hebrew at Wittenberg in 1548.

It comprises mainly the ‘relation of Father Bernard Boyl (or Buell) 
a Catalane Benedictine, who was sent out by the King of Spain to dhristianise 
the New World. Pope Alexander VI. named him Vicar-General of the Indes 
Occidentales, of which he is regarded as the first patriarch. He was accompanied 
by twelve monks, and they embarked with Christopher Colombus in 1493, upon 
his second voyage. Upon Buell’s arrival in America he had many differences 
with Columbus, and was one of those who spoke most spitefully against him. 
Buell returned to Spain with the Admiral in order to justify his conduct. 

There exist several different editions of this book which are described in 
detail in the Huth-Sale Catalogue, pt.

Servetus, the editor, was burnt alive, at the instigation of Calvin, 1553 
(many copies of our edition are supposed to have been destroyed in this year). 
One of the charges brought against him was a passage from the present edition 
of Ptolemy, concerning Palestine, stating that Palestine was not such a fertile 
country as people generally believed, since modern travellers related that it was 
entirely barren. This incriminated passage was already in the Ptolemy of 1522 
and Servetus, the victim of Calvin’s intolerance and cruelty was only thirteen 
years of age and yet at school in Spain, when the above-mentioned passage was 
first published. In the second edition which Servetus published in 1541 this 
passage was omitted.

The first author is Guillaume de Lorris, the second is a later writer Jean 
de Meun. The subject of the Roman is an allegorised tale of love. “The writer 
would fain win the heart of his beloved, and at the same time he would instruct 
all amorous spirits in the art of love. He is twenty years of age, in the Maymorn 
of youth. He has beheld his beautiful lady, and been charmed by her fairness, her 
grace, her courtesy: she has received him with gentleness, but when he declares 
his love she grows alarmed. He gains at last the kiss which tells of her affection; 
but her parents intervening, throw obstacles between the lovers. Such, divested 
of ornament, allegory, and personification, is the theme of the poem.” (Dowden).

Extremely rare collection of writings, some of them dealing with the affairs of John 
Fisher, English cardinal and bishop of Rochester, and Thomas More. Both have been be- 
headed in the year 1535, on the charge that they did declare that the king of England ‘is not the 
supreme head of the Church of England’. The treatise of Cochlaeus (on I. xiiij) defends these two 
men against Richardus Sampson, an English canonist, who took part with the king Henry VIII 
against Fisher and More. The writing proves that there are contrarieties between the king and 
Sampson and that Sampson is wrong. This very interesting tract has been written 
only several months after the beheadings of Fisher and More (17th of June and 
7th of July 1535). 

After this treatise (on 1. Cc) follow parts of letters written by Thomas More to Erasmus 
and Cochlaeus, and on I. Cciij we find a short biography of More.

The author Olof Rudbeck (1630—1702) was a very original mind of 
his time. He spent nearly all his life in Upsala, building anatomical laboratories, 
conducting musical concerts, laying out botanical gardens, arranging medical lec- 
ture rooms — expending ceaseless energy on the practical improvement of the 
university. He was a genius in all the known branes of learning; at twenty- 
three his physiological discoveries had made him famous throu hout Europe.

Il, p. 328, 8 to 
Hans Cranach. The border represents a drunkard reclining, a man playing the shawm, a fat man 
drinking, and two men below supporting a shield with Lotter’s device. Butsch I, plate 92 represents 
only a copy. 

With many marginal and interlined notes closely written on by a contemp. hand. Besides 
there are added 44 leaves (4 or 5 are blank) with ,Annotationes“ in Odysseam, and in Batraxomyomachiam 
written in MS. by a hand of the 16th cent., partly by the same which has added the marginal notes to 
the text.

The fundamental operations include 
progressions and Roman numerals are used except in the section on notation. He includes in this 
work the usual busines problems of the period and the chapter on the calendar required 
by the Church schools. An unusually complete treatment of gauging is given in the part entitled 
»Visierbuch”, In this edition, probably forthe first time, is found a large description on foreign 
and domestic money, with numerous illustrations of coins. It contains also chapters as:
